HERE 1s another thing, too, 
T wie adds to the difficulties 
of making a ranking list, 
it is this—-some players are able to 
cope more easily with certain types 
of games than others. This ac- 
counts for much of the contradic- 
tory evidence which this season 
has brought forth. We find that 
Johnston defeated La Coste in the 
Davis cup matches, and that La 
Coste beat Tilden. Yet Tilden has 
been winning consistently in re- 
cent seasons from Johnston. It is 
dangerous to try to make a com- 
parative analysis of players’ stand- 
ings because of the fact that cer- 
tain games go better against some 
games than others.

6-0, 6-0. Then, in America, a short 
time later, as if to disprove this 
score, Borotra defeated Johnston

Ypu will believe that, too, 
when you notice a _becriatn maybe it’s a 
shipload—-of safety matches stored in his 
back room. 


EOPLE come and go. Kearney, look- 
P= through heavy-rimmed spectacles, 

gives them greeting, waits upon them 
courteously. Whether it’s a plunger who 
would place $10,000 on a@ horse, or a pur- 
chaser of cheapest cigarets, it’s all the same. 
His visitors stop and chat. They like Tom 
Kearney. He’s so human and so kindly. 

If you told them he didn't believe in hu- 
man nature, they'd look at you, and laugh, 
and say that you were crazy. He doesn't. 
He makes it his business——-during office 
hours—-to believe that it’s human to err— 
that the judgment of the public is always 
wrong. 

They will tell you that Tom Kearney will 
make you a bet on anything. But they are 
wrong. A horse race, a ball game, a prize- 
fight may be ultimately involved, but Tom 
Kearney makes but. just one bet. That bet 
iz that your judgment of the horse race, or 
ball game, or prizefight is wrong. 

“That's the one best bet,’’ he says. ‘‘Any- 
body that bets on horses will lose in the 
end. If you learn that when you're young 
you'll save some money. I'd tell the world 
that. Of course, if you must bet, I might 
act as your commissioner. But don’t say I 
didn’t warn you if you lose.”’ 

Kearney didn’t think that way when he 
started to gamble. But he found out from 
experience. He’s had a lot of it. From the 
days when, as he says, he operated ‘“‘a louse 
book in Pool alley.”’ 

“I was a tough kid in those days,’ he 
says, ‘‘and this looked like easy money. |! 
thought I knew alot. Sol got to gambling, 
and then I learned how little I really knew. 
There's mighty few folks know, you know. 
That's why the best bet is that the 


other fellow is always wrong.’ 

Tom Kearney was born in Carondelet, 56 
years ago. When he was 11 he spent six 
months in Denver. An older brother, a 
railroad brakeman, had been kiiled out 
thére. The family moved West, then, and 
Tom sold papers on the streets. Also, he 
picked up some friends. Two of them were 
‘“Bat'’ Masterson, the famous Southwestern 
peace officer and gunman, and “Soapy”’ 
Smith. a sure-thinge gambler. who was killed 
at Skaguay in 1898 in a duel with a leader 
of the reform element, who died as the re- 
suit. ‘‘Soapy”’ still lives in legend in the 
North and West as a ‘“‘bad man.’

Tom Kearney graduated from the alley 
into a job with Barney Schrieber. By this 
time he was married. Finally he and his 
wife decided he would start-up as a bookie 
for hiinself. You can't talk long to Thomas 
Patrick Kearney without learning something 
about his wife. “I married her 30 years 
ago,’ he says, “and she’s still my wife. 
We've never separated but once, and that 
was during the war. I took $8000 and 
started for France to drive an ambulance 
for the Red Cross. She went into Red Cross 
work here at home. Well, I got as far as 
Atlantic City when the Armistice was 
signed. There’s never been a prospect for 
a separation before or since. 

“We're 50-50, she and I.”’ 

You believe it. Kearney often speaks of 
his business as ‘‘we."’ The wife really is a 
part of it. She sits with him as ‘‘a board of 
strategy.” 

‘So we started up,” he says, ‘‘booking at 
the old Fairgrounds Park.
